VABIOUS REPORTS. 


London, Aug. 21*—Divers para- 


graphs as to the movements of the 
Chinese imperial family continue to 
be received at the treaty ports and 
are thence faithfully transmitted to 
the European capitals. 


Those representing the court as 


having left Pekin are of exclusive 
Chinese origin. 
According to them 


their majesties are well on their way 
to Sian-Fu, about 500 miles inland. 
Fighting was going on at Pekin Sat- 
urday, according to one report, but 
according to a dispatch received by 
the admiralty from Jlear Admiral 
Bruce, the allies entered the sacred 
city of Pekin Friday. 


If the Chinese government is at 


Sian-Fu there is no means of getting 
at them, according to the military 
men, without a prolonged campaign 
, and with an army as large as Lord 
Roberts' to secure the bases of com- 
munications. 


Advices from the provincial cap- 


itals show that the attitude of the 
southern Mandarins has been far 
more friendly since the allies reached 
Pekin. 
Some of the magistrates 


have been issuing proclamations 
commanding the Chinese to attend 
to business, to avoid sedition and 
acknowledging that the invasion of 
the foreigners is justified. 
/ 


FRICTION OVER CHINA. 


New York, Aiig. 21.—A dispatch to 


the Herald from Berlin says: 


For the last day or two rumors 


have been current in the press of a 
conflict between Count Von Buelo,w 
and the kaiser and the military party 
regarding China. 


Dr. Theodore Barth, a well known 
member of the reichstag, who is 
known to be in the confidence of the 
foreign secretary, publishes an ar- 
ticle in Die Nation, in which he de- 
clares that Count Von Buelow could 
not regard the appointment of Count 
Von Waldersee as a purely military 
question. 


He had probably given his consont 


to it, but its premature announce- 
ment to the press before he finished 
negotiations with foreign cabinets 
was sprung upon him by the military 
party, anxious to bring about a fait 
accompli.

arrived when it did we should prob- 
ably have succumbed.

$eitsan and had been there for three 
days when Feitsan was taken. 


The remaining converts Wefe given 


one week's food by General Sung, 
acting under orders from Fekin. The 
boxet* obeyed his orders. . 


WAS THE LAST SURVIVOB. 


J. F. W. Meyer tells The Sentinel 


that Conrad Beinking, whose funeral 
occurred Monday at Treirneim, Ad- 
ams county, was probably the last 
veteran of the Mexican war in either 
Adams or Allen counties. Mr. Meyer 
states that Mr. Beinking, William 
Kleinsmith, Frederick Wefel and an- 
other gentleman, whose name has es- 
caped his memory, formed a quartet 
of Mexican veterans who returned 
from the war in November, 1847, at 
ihe time Mr. Meyer first came to Fort 
Wayne. All are now dead, the first 
of the four to pass away being Mr 
Kleinsmith, who was killed by the 
explosion of a cannon in the court 
house square in this city while cele- 
brating the Fourth of July, 1848, less 
than one year after his return from 
the war. Mr. Kleinsmith Was an ar- 
tillery man in the service, and was 
'engaged in firing the piece when it 
became overheated and burst, killing 


almost instantly.

than as the medium of communicat- 
ing actual occurrences.

ger or some other commissioner to 
negotiate for the cessation of hostili- 
ties. 


•Such a reply will be communicated 


to Li Hung Chang. The rejection is 
based on the non-compliance of the 
Chinese government with the specific 
provisions of the declaration of the 
United States under date of August 
12th. 


At present this government is very 


much in the dark as to who or what 
the government of China is, and until 
the atmosphere becomes deafer so 
that we may Vnow whether there 
really is a responsible head in Pekitt 
who can treat with us and whose 
guarantee to protect our pfoplft and 
intrests in the empire would be 
worth considering, the whole matter 
of treaty making will be held in 
abeyance. 


This government does not forght 


that at present it has a treaty with 
the imperial government which fully 
guarantees to protect the Ifot and 
property of our people* 


This treaty has been violated and 


its guarantees wholly disregarded, 
tn view of this fact the president will 
hesitate before he consents to enter 
into another treaty.

Tor gal- 
lantry during the early part of the 
civil war Captain Wilson was given 
the commission which he held until 
1865, when he resigned from the 
navy.

PASSENGER TRAFFIC PROFIT 


How to make a profit from passen 


ger traffic is a problem which con 
tinually besets most American rail 
way managers, and in a good man; 
cases the problem is given up as un 
solvable. Every railway, in order t 
furnish a reasonable accommodation 
to the public, must run a great many 
of its passenger trains with too few 
passengers to pay the actual train ex 
penses. It must make enough proft 
on its better patronized trains t 
make up for this loss, and leave 
margin of profit besides, else its pus 
senger traffic can not be said to be on 
a satisfactory basis, says Engineer 
ing News. 


Taking the tlnited States as 


whole, only a little over one-fifth o 
the total earnings of railways are de 
rived from the passenger traffic. 
railway company, so far as we know 
so keeps its accounts as to determin 
what proportion of its total expense 
is properly chargeable to the passen 
ger department Any such divisioi 
would be really an arbitrary estimat 
in any event. If it were made, how 
ever, it would probably show that a 
large proportion- of American railway 
lines are conducting their passenge 
traffic at a loss, while others nr 
merely paying expenses and deriving 
no profit proportionate to the invest 
ment fcmd tttaT volume of business 
doii'e/ 


This is certainly not a satisfactory 


showing*' afrii'lt ought not to be ac 
cepted as a permanent state of af 
fair*. It may be of interest thera 
fore, to discuss some of the condi 
tions which confront the passenge 
traffic manager and the means which 
may be taken to better the situation 


The natural remedy which at one 


suggests itself for a business can-let 
on at a loss it to increase the sell 
ing price of the goods, or, in othe 
words, raise the rates of fare. Bu 
in the case of the railways this 1 
well-nigh impossible. 
Apart from 


competitive influences, an increase i« 
the rates of fare will cwUinly be fol 
ftiwtt by a decrtwe in the volum 
of tr»*c.

Nevertheless, nearly 100 
buildings were destroyed and the 
monetary losses foot up about $100,- 
000. The most remarkable feature of 
the storm is that not a life was lost 
Most of the wrecked buildings were 
frame affairs of small worth* 


Beports from the north show tha 


the storm originated at Marinette 
and followed the line of the Chicago 
and Northwestern railroad to Osfo 
kosh. There it veered to the east 
ward and spent its fury on Lake 
Michigan. 


While it did considerable damage 


all along its track, it was most se 
vere here. The width of the storm 
was about half a mile. It did no 
move close to the earth, only touch 
ing at wide intervals. 


That no one was killed seems al 


most a miracle. 
The wind wrecked 


building after building with 
the 


greatest rapidity, and there was little 
warning of 
the 
approach of the 


storm. 
The people 
in every case 


were out of their houses before the 
storm struck and those who were 
struck by flying debris were only 
slightly injured 
so far as is ye 


known. In the factories 
the em 


ployes were in many cases bruised 
and cut from wreckage. 


The storm started in the western 


part of the city'and swept down t 
the south side and off into the lake 
It was two miles wide and wrecked 
everything in its path*

RIOT HH PICNIC 


GORDON AND HIS COMRADES. 


John B. Gordon—long life and all 


honor to him. 


This most illustrious of all present 


survivors of the Confederate armies 
teaches some of his former comrades 
a lesson in manliness and patriotism, 
in forebearance 
and brotherhood, 


that, impressive to begin with, will 
grow more impressive as time elapses. 
A few days ago, at a reunion of one 
of the Confederate veteran societies, 
held in New Orleans, resolutions were 
adopted condemning the reunion of 
the blue and the gray at Atlanta, a 
meeting of which General Gordon was 
the chief 
spirit, 
and 
protesting 


against that 
eminent soldier 
and 


stateman accepting an invitation to 
attend the encampment of the Grand 
Army of the 
Republic in Chicago 


nezt week. 


With candor and courage entirely 


worthy of him, General Gordon tells 
the Confederate veterans who adopted 
the resolution that he will be guided 
hereafter, as heretofore, by his con- 
science and his duty, and not by fear 
of criticism* General Gordon has de- 
vjoted much of his time since the war 
to the work of obliterating the old 
line which divided north and south 
into mutually implacable sections. 
Nn man since the close of the war has 
done more to make this union of 
states one in spirit as well 
as in 


name. He fought four years for the 
confederacy, and when the union tri- 
umphed General Gordon accepted the 
issue like a patriot and a soldier. 
For thirty years his voice has been 
raised in appeal to the soldiers of all 
the armies to remember that they 
were again citizens 
of a common 


country, under one flag, owing al 
legiance to the constitution and obed 
ience to the living conscience of a 
single brotherhood. To his comrades 
of the Confederacy, as well as to his 
former foes of the Federal armies, 
General Gordon has tirelessly and elo- 
quently and fruitfully preached the 
gospel of peace and fraternity.

has been to him a labor of love, and 
to the country a high and patriotic 
service. 


His manly rebuke of the sectional- 


ism displayed by a few surviving 
veterans of the Confederate armies 
deserves a place in the text books of 
American patriotism.

mate of the asylum, and that she had 
Instructed Superintendent Felts to 
notify her should anything unusual 
occur. 
She did not know of his 


death 'until she saw a notice of the 
same in the newspapers, and then 
went to the county poor farm only to 
find that her 
husband had been 


buried. 


The affidavit further recited that 


reasons sot forth made her believe 
and be suspicious that her husband 
did not receive proper care during 
his life, and that she believed it not 
only proper and right that there 
thduld be an examination of his re* 
mains made by the coroner. 
The 


only course left open to Coroner Bar* 
nett was to order the remains dis- 
interred and examined, and this was 
lone this morning. Dr. Barnett says 
:he examination disclosed nothing 
:hat tends to confirm any suspicions 
which Mrs. Ellison may have had. 
The body externally was free frtrn 
abrasions of any kind, though badly 
iecomposed from the heat and lack of 
imbalming. 
Internally all viscera 


were found to be normal except the 
teart and larger artanes, which were 
tclerotic. There was a large ulcer in 
the ascending aorta, and smaller ones 
inside the heart, the remains indicat- 
ing simply a general breaking down, 
conforming with the cause of death 
is given—general debility, combined 
with the existence of insanity.

Manila, Aug. 15.—It baa been ex- 


pected that some of the 275 garrisons 
the United States troops maintain in 
these islands would sooner or later be 
surrounded by the enemy and at* 
tacked with such determination that 
the American soldiers would be pow- 
erless to resist the onslaught. This 
has happened at Cnttubig, island of 
Samar, and the detachment of the 
Forty-third volunteer infantry, the 
troops in question, lost nineteen of 
its thirty men. The official report 
follows; 


"In the Cdtubig engagement, in 


which 
the 
insurgents numbered 


about 600 men, with 200 rifles ana 
one cannon, our men gave an heroic 
account of ' themselves by killing 
more than 200. 
Our loss was nine- 


teen killed and five wounded* The 
detachment was at the time quar- 
tered in the 
convent. At 5 a* m. 


April 15 almost simultaneously ftr«5 
was opened upon it from the hills 
on both sides as well as from every 
available part of the towm It con- 
tinued all day and night, and was 
vigorously resumed at 5 a. m. the 
following morning. At 8 a. m. the 
cannon began firing nails, pieces of 
chain and iron scraps. 


FORCED TO FLEE TO EIVEB. 
"This sort of attack continued un- 


til the third day, when a large num- 
ber of the insurgents got into the 
adjoining church. With ten volun- 
teers Sergeant George charged on 
the church, killing a large number 
of men, 'but he ootilti not hold it.

FILIPINOS FIGHT IK FORTS. 
It is a mistake to suppose all the 


fighting going on nowadays in the 
Philippines is bushwhacking. Take 
for example the work of the Forty- 
third infantry on Leyte island. An 
expedition against General Xojica's 
stronghold was made by four col- 
umns of this regiment, during which 
the Americans carried three distinct 
lines of intrenchments crowning hill- 
tops approachable only, over such 
steep ascents that the enemy rolled 
bowlders down upon the advancing 
troops. 


In another expedition against the 


town of 
Hillongas, 
in southern 


Leyte, in which the Forty-third was 
assisted by the navy, the enemy was 
in a masonry fortress whose strong 
walls successfully resisted the shells 
from the gunboats, so Colonel Mur- 
ray carried the fort by a charge in 
which the Americans lost four men. 
The enemy's loss in this fight was 
seventy 
"buried," 
twenty-nine 


wounded and fifty captured, besides 
about seventy-five rifles, some stores, 
ammunition, clothing and five muz- 
zle-loading braes cannon. 
The re- 


sistance to this attack was prolonged 
and stubborn, and many of the en- 
emy escaped from tnat fort by means 
of underground tunnels which the 
American troops did not discover un- 
til 
too late. 
Captain Polk .was 


wounded in this fight. 


Lieut. John H. Evans, of the Forty- 


third, was killed, with two other 
men, on Samar island while leading 
a charge against 
some concealed 


trenches. 
Commenting upon their 


recent work in Samar and Leyte an 
officer of the Forty-third said: 


"And this is what is called guer- 


rilla warfare? 
Constantly fighting 


fortified lines of works against an 
enemy-who has little idea of quit- 
ting." 


LOSSES IN FOUR MONTHS. 
The Forty-third landed in Samar 


and Leyte about February 1. 
Dur- 


ing the first f6ur months of their 
occupation of this territory the regi- 
ment lost by disease three men; 
killed in action, thirty-six men; 
missing and probably killed, three 
men, and wounded, sixty-eight men, 
which gives a total of 110 men.

Allied Armies Reported to Have 


Entered Imperial Walls 


Four Days Ago. 


STORIES OF EMPRESS' FLIGHT 


London, Aug. 21.—The following 


dispatch has been received from Real 
Admiral Bruce: 


"Taku, Aug. 10.—(Sunday)—The 


allies are reported to have entered 
the sacred city of Pekin August 17. 


VARIOUS REPORTS. 


London, Aug. 21.—Divers para- 


graphs as to the movements of the 
Chinese imperial family continue to 
be received at the treaty ports and 
are thence faithfully transmitted to 
the European capitals. 


Those representing the court as 


having left Pekin are of exclusive 
Chinese origin. 
According to them 


their majesties are well on their way 
to Sian-Fu, about 500 miles inland. 
Fighting was going on at Pekin Sat- 
urday, according to one report, but 
according to a dispatch received by 
the admiralty from Bear Admiral 
Bruce, the allies entered the sacred 
city of Pekin Friday. 


If the Chinese government is at 


Sinn-Fu there is no means of getting 
at them, according- to the military 
men, without a prolonged campaign 
. and with an army as large as Lord 
Roberts' to secure the bases of com- 
munications. 


Advices from the provincial cap- 


itals show that the attitude of the 
southern 
Tfinndfirins has been 
far 


more friendly since the allies reached 
Pekin. 
Some of the 
magistrates 


have 
been issuing proclamations 


commanding- the Chinese to attend 
to business, to avoid sedition and 
acknowledging that the invasion of 
the foreigners is justified. 


FRICTION OVER CHINA.

CHINA IS TURNED DOWN. 


Washington, Aug. 21.—The cabl- 
et meeting- today was entirely de- 
oted to a discussion of the situation 
n China. 


There were only four members of 
IG cabinet present, Secretary Gage, 
ecretary Hitchcock, Secretary Wil- 
on and Postmaster General Smith. 
The message received from Earl 


Li Hung Chang was carefully con- 
sidered, as also was the dispatch from 
the other viceroys, but replies have 
not yet been returned. 


It was decided, however, to reject 


the appeal of the Chinese govern- 
ment, made through Li Hung Chang, 
for the appointment of Minister Con- 
ger or some other commissioner to 
negotiate for the cessation of hostili- 
ties. 


Such a reply will be communicated 


to Li Hung Chang. The rejection is 
based on the non-compliance of the 
Chinese government with the specific 
provisions of the declaration, of the 
United States under date of August 
12th. 


At present this government is very 


much in the dark as tn who or what 
the government of China is, and until 
the atmosphere becomes clearer so 
that we may know whether there 
really is a responsible head in Pekin 
who can treat with us and .whose 
guarantee to protect our people and 
intrests In the empire would be 
worth considering, the whole matter 
of treaty making will be lield in 
abeyance. 


This government does not forght 


that at present it has a treaty with 
the imperial government which fully 
guarantees to protect the lives and 
property of our people. 


This treaty has been violated and 


its guarantees wholly 
disregarded. 


In view of this fact the president will 
hesitate before he consents to enter 
Into another treaty. 


Members of the cahinet, in dis- 


cussing the matter today stated that 
information at hand does riot indi- 
cate that there is a government, 
worthy of the name, existing1 in 
China.. It is Ah enormous headless 
affair, without knowledge of what is 
for Its bes^ good, and -without power 
to enforce Its wishes. Tho 'probn'bie 
flight of the emperor and empress 


dowager has left the government in 
a condition ot chaos, and no one 
seems to know -who, if any one, 1< 
directing its affairs. 


Under these conditions this govern- 


ment will act with extreme care in 
whatever steps are taken loolrin'g to- 
ward peace, nnd there is reason *o he- 
lieve that the United States, acting 
with the other grtfat powers, does nor 
intend to withdraw a-hy of its troopj 
until a stable government has been 
established whose guarantees will 
command .respect. 


APPEAL TO FRANCE,

Paris, Aug. 21.-- The French "for- 


eign office has received from LI Hung 
Chang a request similar to the one 


Iressed to the United States gov-

thorized, under the rules and prac- 
tice of international law, to accede, 
to this request or not, as they 'may 
deem best. 
The request is not oii'o 


of right, but its granting is depend- 
ent entirely upon what the powers 
may consider best for their own in- 
terests. 
It is an established prin-. ' 


ciple of international law that mem- 
bers of the enemy's royal family, his 
chief ministers of state and his dip- 
bmatic agents are liable to capture 
even though they may not be actu- 
ally engaged in hostile operations. 


Their position makes them so im- 


portant to the enemy in tlie conduct 
of his war that they cannot he treat- 
ed as ordinary non-combatants. 


In the present caso there is well 


grounded belief that the sovereigns, 
especially the empress dowager, have, 
ieen instrumental in directing, hoa-; 
tile movements, and Minister Con- 
ger's advices have stated that the 
imperial forces were besieging the 
legations.

GREAT DAMAGE IS DONE IN SHE- 


BOYQAN, WIS. 


100 BUILDINGS BLOWN DOWN 


NOT A LIFE WAS LOST BY THE 


STORM. 


DAMAGE 
REACHES 
$100,000 


TRACK OF THE STORM THROUGH 


WISCONSIN. 


Shehoygan, Wis., Aug. SI.—A re- 


count of the buildings wrecked here 
in the tornado yesterday shows that 
fir.-it reports were considerably ex- 
aggerated. Nevertheless, nearly 100 
buildings were destroyed and the 
monetary losses foot up about $100,- 
000. 
The most remarkable feature of 


the storm is that not a life was lost. 
Most of the wrecked -buildings were 
frame affairs of small worth. 


Reports from -the north show that 


the storm originated 
at Marinette 


nnd followed the line of the Chicago 
and Northwestern railroad to Osh- 
kosh. There it veered 'to 'the east- 
ward and spent its fury 
on Lake 


Michigan. 


.While it did considerable damage 


all along its track, it was most se 
vcre -here. The width of the storm 
was about half a mile. It did not 
move close to the earth, only touch- 
ing- at wide intervals. 


That no one was killed seems al- 


most a miracle. 
The wind wrecked 


building after -building with 
the 


greatest rapidity, and there, was Httls 
warning of 
the 
approach of the 


storm. 
The people 
in every case 


were out of their houses before the 
storm struck and those who were 
struck by flying debris 
were only 


slightly injured 
so fnr as is yet 


known. 
In the factories 
the em- 


ployes were in many cases bruised 
and cut from wreckage. 


The storm started in the western 


part of the city nnri swept, down to 
the south sidfi and oft into the lake. 
It was two miles wide and wrecked 
everything in its path. 
All 
was 


over in ten 
minutes, although 
it 


seemed hours to the panic-stricken 
people. 


WRECKS MANY BUILDINGS. 
'All the morning the clouds were 


banking up. 
At noon it was 
in- 


tensely hot nnd dark as night. Arti- 
ficial lights were necessary in the 
buildings. A few moments before 1 
o'clock the storm 
broke, a terrific 


wind coming down suddenly from 
the north-west. 
People were thrown 


down and fences and signs hurled 
hundreds of feet.
